So far as the retail exemption is concerned, 
this is not a devise to favor one, kind of business^at 
the expense of others. Retailing by its very nature, 
offers an unusual number of opportunities for the 
beginner, the totally unskilled, the part-time workers, 
the marginal* producer. After a learning period, work- 
ers of this sort are fitted for jobs of greater re- 
sponsibility in retailing or some other business, and 
they then pass beyond the minimum wage, classifica- 
| tion. If the minimum wage were too high, it is clear 
that there would be less job opportunity for the bot- 
tom group of workers, and the chance to learn and 
to get ahead would be limited. 

Congress is to" be congratulated on "making 
in minimum wage legislation. The ef- 
fect of the law on employment, on prices, and on the 
economy in general must be thoroughly analyzed.
